list whom perhaps Sims would have 
ignored, and why he gave others less 
distinction in the award of medals or 
none perhaps at all.

The committee finds that the pres- 


ent price of milk is unfair and exces- 
sive; that there are too many excu- 
tives in the distributing companies 
and that their salaries and those of 
officials of the Dairymen's league are 
too high. 


•"Some of the distributing compan- 


ies are overburdened with salaried ex- 
ecutives," the report states. 


Testimony taken by the commitee 


shows, the report says, that one milk 
corporation already has exported 85 
to 95 per cent of its products of which 
one-third was drawn from New York
